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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

ThiH  Society  Bhall  bo  called  and  known  uy  "TheBo- 
ciETY  OF  liiiiTisii  Columbia  Pioneers."  It  is  designed  to 
be,  and  is,  u  moral,  benevolent,  literary,  and  scientific 
aBriociation,  and  its  objects  are  :  To  cultivate  social  inter 
course,  form  a  more  perfect  union  among  its  members, 
and  create  a  fund  for  charitable  purposes  in  their  brhalf ; 
to  collect  and  preserve  information  connected  with  the 
early  settlement  and  subsequent  history  of  the  country. 

To  form  such  libraries  and  cabinets,  and  pursue  such 
literary  and  Rcientitic  objects  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  from  time  to  time  determine,  and  in  all  appropriate 
mattej's  to  advance  the  interests  and  perpetuate  the  me- 
mory of  those  whoso  sagacity,  energy  and  enterprise, 
induced  them  to  settle  in  the  wilderness  and  become  the 
founders  of  a  new  colony. 

ARTICLE  TI. 

The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  two  classes.  To  the 
First  Class,  all  who  were  residents  of  Britisii  Columbia 
prior  to  ilie  31st  day  of  December,  1858,  and  the  nude 
descendents  of  all  such  who  were  members,  shall  bo 
eligible.  To  the  Second  Class,  all  who  were  residents  of 
British  Columbia  prior  to  the  Thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1860,  and  the  male  doscendcnts  of  all  who  were 
members  shall  be  eligible. 

Honorary  meinl>ors  may  bo  admitted  without  these 
qiialiiications,  in  accordance  Avith  such  provisions  as  may 
be  made  in  the  By-Laws.

ARTICLE  V. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a  member  fraudulently, 
by  making  a  false  entry  of  the  time  of  his  arrival  within 
the  limits  of  this  colony,  shall  bo  expelled  from  the  So- 
ciety, and  shall  forfeit  any  amount  he  may  have  paid. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Every  applicant  for  membership  shall  be  proposed  by 
one  member  of  the  Society,  who  shall  present  to  the 
Secretary  his  full  name,  place  of  residence,  occupation, 
and  the  date  of  his  arrival  within  the  colony,  all  of  which 
the  Secretary  shall  record  in  a  book  of  registry  to  bo  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  ;  and  he  shall  also  post  tho  name 
of  such  applicant  conspicuously  in  the  rooms,  the  en- 
trance foe  having  been  deposited.  Three  black  balls  shall 
reject  a  candidate. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  grant  leave  of  ab- 
Bonco  to  any  oHlcor  of  the  Society  for  a  period  of  not  ex- 
eoeding  2  months,  and  to  appoint  some  suitable  person 
to  ])orform  the  duties  of  such  office  during  his  absence, 
providing  that  ;iny  officer  desiring  leave  of  absence  shall 
give  the  Trosidont  at  least  one  week's  notice  thereof, 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Whenever  it  shall  bo  notified  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
Ihat  any  officer  of  the  Society,  residing  in  the  city,  is 
absent  therefrom,  and  has  boen;il)sent  for  a  longer  period 
11i;in  two  months  (2),  the  Board  may  thereupon  declare 
the  t)flire  vacant,  and  appoint  some  other  person  to  fill 
llio  vacancy.

at  some  time  resided  within  the  colony. 

ARTICLE  XT  IT. 
The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fix  th(>  amount,  and  up 
l,rovo  the  bonds  of  the  Secr(^tary  and  Treasurer,  which 
bonds  shall  be  placed  in  the  possession  of  the  President 
for  safe  keeping,  and  shall  deti'rmine  the  compensatio!i 
to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Roai-d  of  Directors  shall  constitute  the  Auditing 
Committee,  who  shall  examine  all  accounts  against  the 
Society,  and  no  bill  or  account  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trc^a^  • 
uror  unless  the  sanjo  shall  have  been  endorsed,  approved 
and  signed  by  theCbairman  of  that  C(>nimitt(M>,  nor  until 
it  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  President  and  counter- 
Bigiied  by  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XV.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

When  tho  Board  of  Dirjctors  shall  be  satisfied  tluit 
any  worthy  member  of  this  Society  is  unabh*  for  tho 
time  being  to  pay  tho  monthly  dues  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, it  shall  have  power  to  ren)it  such  dues ;  but  if 
any  member  of  this  Bociety,  having  tho  ability  to  i)ay 
tho  monthly  dues  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  refuse  to 
pay  the  stuae,  and  shall  not  at  the  time  of  siich  refusal 
render  an  excUiio  that  in  tho  opinion  of  the  IJoard  of 
Directors  sluill  Jh;  satisfactory,  ho  sluill  be  debarred  from
